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Incensed Over Play Censorship 
Polish Students Erupt In 
Most Savage Riot Since '57 


WARSAW, 
Poland 
(AP) 
- 
Lights burned late in the Polish 
Communist party headquarters 
Monday night after student un­ 
rest over censorship of a play 
mushroomed 
into 
Poland’s 
worst riot since 1957. 
The Gray, slit-windowed party 
headquarters was one target of 
several thousand demonstrators 
who fought running battles with 
police on downtown streets for 
seven hours Monday, the third 
day of disturbances. 
Party workers watched from 
the windows as the students 
hurled rocks, sticks and bottles 
at police ringing the building 
and shouted “ Gestapo!” , “ De­ 
m ocracy!” 
“ Freedom !” 
and 
“ Constitution.” 
Police finally drove the dem ­ 
onstrators away with tear gas, 
rubber truncheons and a water 
cannon. 
Stefan 
Cardinal 
Wyszynsky, 
Poland’s Roman Catholic pri­ 
mate and long an opponent of 
the 
Communist 
regime, can­ 
celed a sermon at St. Ann’s 
Church near the university to 
“ avoid 
worsening 
the 
situa­ 
tion,” a spokesman said. 
By nightfall, a nervous calm 
prevailed. Police cars cruised 
downtown strets littered with 
bricks, glass a id spent tear gas 
canisters, and guarded against 
looters at stores with sm ashed 
windows. 
Censorship also touched off 
three days of rioting in 1957 as 
young 
people 
demonstrated 
against the closing of a student 
magazine.

2 Convicts Stabbed 


At Oregon Prison 


SALEM, Ore. (AP) — Oregon 
State Penitentiary officials re­ 
ported two stabbings Monday 
night as prisoners were moved 
back to their cells after a week­ 
end of rioting. 
One prisoner, Delmar Wayne 
Dubray, 30, received a superfi­ 
cial puncture wound in the right 
kidney, 
the 
prison 
physician 
said. 
Melvin 
Newell, 
36, 
was 
wounded in the abdomen and 
groin. He was treated at the 
prison and then moved to a Sa­ 
lem hospital. 
They were stabbed while mill­ 
ing round the prison yard as 
prison officials moved 178 men 
back to their cells. 
There were some 950 convicts 
in the yard, waiting for their 
cells to be cleaned of debris of 
the rioting. 
The process of returning the 
men to their cells was slow be­ 
cause prison officials stripped

WASHINGTON (A P )-A sharp 
dispute flared 
today between 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
and Sen. J. W. Fulbright over 
whether Congress should have a 
voice in deciding on any major 
increase in the U.S. fighting 
force in Vietnam. 
Rusk said he was opposed to 
“ giving the enemy all the infor­ 
mation that can be developed at 
public hearings.” 
“ Nothing could be more valu­ 
able in Hanoi or Moscow,” he 
added. 
Fulbright countered that “ I’m 
not interested in the tactics of 
this w ar." 
He said his concern was poli­ 
cy and asked: “ Are we now 
going to escalate this w ar?” 
The exchange cam e in the 
second day 
of testimony 
by 
Rusk on war policy before the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee, headed by Fulbright, an 
Arkansas Democrat. 
The session Monday produced 
intensive criticism of U.S. poli­ 
cy in Vietnam from a m ajority 
of committee members. Rusk 
stood firm on the administration 
views but said they were under 
review " from A to Z” in the 
wake (rf the recent Viet Cong of­ 
fensive. 
Fulbright reserved most of his 
questions for today and became 
embroiled in the dispute with 
Rusk moments after the hearing 
opened kl the crowded hearing 
room. 
Fulbright told the secretary: 
“The Senate should be informed 
fully of the policy this adminis­ 
tration intends to follow.” 
He 
said 
the 
consultation 
should come before any deci­ 
sions are made. 
Fulbright again cited reports 
that President Johnson is con­ 
sidering sending up to 200,000 
additional troops to Vietnam. A 
total of 525,000 men is now au­ 
thorized. 
“Congress has the right to in­ 
itiate or declare w ar,” 
Ful­ 
bright told Rusk. “ It is still not 
too late to draw back before we 
get into a full scale, all-out war, 
possibly including nuclear wap- 
ons.” 
“ No one is infallible,” Ful­ 
bright continued in his opening 
statem ent “The wisest course is 
for all of us to consult together 
before further significant deci­ 
sions are made. I do not under­ 
stand why this is not acceptable 
to the adm inistration.” 
Rusk replied that the Presi­ 
dent did consult with the chair­ 
men of congressional commit­ 
tees and said the secretary of 
defense, as well as the secre­ 
tary of state, 
frequently ap­ 
peared before them. 
"A good deal of consultation 
is 
going 
on 
here—yesterday, 
this morning—the views of the 
members of the committee were 
set forth rather clearly,” Rusk 
said, referring to the six hours 
of testimony he gave Monday. 
Most of 
the questions cam e 
from four critics. 
But Fulbright replied “ I don’t 
feel I heard anything yesterday 
about the plans of the adminis­ 
tration in the immediate future. 
What I want to talk about is the 
exact, precise plans you have on 
escalation.” 
“ You declined to answ er,” the

Renewed Gold 
Rush Builds

LONDON (AP) - A renewed 
gold rush built up in Europe’s 
bullion markets today. Demand 
in Paris set a high for the year. 
Zurich, London and Rome re­ 
ported heavy sales approaching 
last week’s high level, but still 
below the crisis rate of Novem­ 
ber and December following 
Britain's devaluation of 
the 
pound from $2.80 to 82.40. 
Paris sales included 10 tons of 
2.2-pound ingots, gold coins, and 
40 27.5-pound bars. This com­ 
pared with the 1968 high of eight 
tons. 
Hie speculators and hoarders 
were continuing to drain away 
the trading resources of the 
western banking nations despite 
Sunday's Basel declaration of 
the international gold pool’s 
central 
bankers 
committing 
their resources to defense of the 
present price level of $35 an 
ounce.

5 American 
Defectors 
Chance Minds 


STOCKHOLM (AP) - Five 
American 
military 
defectors 
who sought asylum in Sweden 
have returned to their units or 
home, officials said today. 
Only one was named. He is 
Ray Jones, 21. Detroit, the first 
U.S. soldier to defect to Sweden 
in protest to the war ln Viet­ 
nam, the usual reason given by 
other American defectors. 
American 
informants 
said 
Jones returned to his unit in 
West Germany today. He had 
been granted permission to re­ 
main in Sweden after arriving 
in January of 1967 and had been 
teaching ballet. 
Jones called at toe U.S. Em­ 
bassy this morning and request­ 
ed assistance to return to his 
unit. The sources said he was 
provided funds for the air fare 
to Frankfurt. He was accompa­ 
nied by his German-born wife 
and their child.* 
The sources declined to dis­ 
cuss his reasons for returning to 
his unit, but Jones recently ap­ 
peared on a Swedish radio-tele­ 
vision program in which he ex­ 
pressed regret that he had ever 
come to Sweden. 
Two other American defec­ 
tors, who had been absent with­ 
out leave from their units in 
West Germany for more than a 
week, also turned themselves in 
to the U.S. Embassy here Mon­ 
day. 
They, too, asked for assist­ 
ance to return to their outfits 
and were given the necessary fi­ 
nancial help, sources said. Their 
names were withheld. 
They were quoted as having 
said that they met some of the 
estimated 35 American defec 
tors now in Sweden and that 
they were being used by Swed­ 
ish organizations supporting the 
Viet Cong. 
A New York Reservist who 
had been called for duty in Viet­ 
nam, turned up at the U.S. Em­ 
bassy a couple of weeks ago and 
was given his air fare to return 
home. Informants reported an­ 
other defector reported to Swed­ 
ish authorities, told them he 
found Sweden too cold and an­ 
nounced he was returning to his 
military unit in West Germany

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Reappraising Vietnam Policy 


The case for reappraising Vietnam policy by 
. the United States is building with the passing of 
each frustrating day. 
Three years ago this month the first U.S. 
combat troops arrived in South Vietnam. The 
3,500-man Marine c o n t i n g e n t jo ned 23,500 
American military personnel serving as advis­ 
ers to Vietnamese armed forces. 
The Marines landed March t, just six days af­ 
ter the United States begin its firs* air attacks 
on North Vietnam that were not in direct retali- 
aion for Viet Cong guerrilla assaults. 
One year later, March I960, U.S. troop 
strength was 215,000 men with 20,000 more on 
the way. 


By March 1907, U.S. might waa approaching 
the 400,000-man level. The enemy was no closed 
to knuckling under than it had been two yetri 
earlier. 
Today, we have half a million men in Viet­ 
nam. No urban or rural area is considered se-

Swing t':e Green 


President Johnson’s comprehensive and ex­ 
pensive conservation proposal is a good exam­ 
ple of progr ms imoortant to the country that 
•re destined to run into trouble because of the 
sorrv st^ts of the economy. 
With Congress trying to reduce spending and 
tiie President trying to raise taxes to offset the 
eost of the Vietnam War, It hardly seems rea­ 
sonable to expect congressional approval of a 
$1.2 billion program to conserve natural re­ 
sources and promote a pollution fight. 
The tremendous cost of the war, added to a 
growing federal payroll and continued support 
of doubtful domestic programs, put the United 
States in a tight money squeeze. 
The result then Is stiflying of new programs 
designed to meet specific needs, although they 
are not life and death matters. 
To put it bluntly, it would be better to pre­ 
serve natural green space in the United States, 
than to defoliate miles of jungle in Vietnam. 
It is time the administration took a firm 
stand on conservation of another natural re­ 
source, taxpayer money. 
No matter how politicaly attractive it may 
sound, the administration cannot pul over on the 
American public a guns, butter and g.'een space 
policy. 
The country cannot afford it. 


cure. We are killing men at a record rate (more 
than 500 killed, 20 000 wounded last week), and 
no cessation of hostilities is in sight. 
The dollar cost of the war long ago passed 
outside the realm of comprehension. The United 
States is on the brink of economic catastrophe. 
There is talk of 100,000 to 200,000 more troops 
for Vietnam, and this nation is facing the possi­ 
bility of wartime regulation and restrictions. 
What does it take to prove the administra­ 
tion's war of attrition po'icy is not working? 
On Nov. 19, 1967, Gen. William C. Westmore­ 
land, on national television said the United 
States and South Vietnamese were “winning s 
wpr of attrition” and it is “conceivable that 
within two years or less, the enemy will be so 
weakened that the Vietnamese will be able to 
cope with a greater share of thewar burden. 
We will be able to phase down the level of our 
military effort, withdraw some troops. . . .” 
In light of the Viet Cong and North Viet­ 
namese offensive thrust from me end of Souih 
Vietnam to the other, the situation at Khe Sanh 
and the lack of determinaiton of the South Viet­ 
namese, it is doubtful Gen. Westmoreland would 
stand by his 1967 statement today. 
All other factors aside, the threatening calam­ 
ity from present Vietnam policy is reason 
enough for an immediate and realistic reap­ 
praisal of U.S. goals and methods in Southeast 
Asia.

Grand Juries Probe Labor 
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Hairy talk about police shooting to kiT 
me the willies, because it sounds as if they 
were going up against wild game, instead of hu­ 
man beings who also will be shooting to kill If 
that’s the big new idee. 


WASHINGTON - There’s a network of tough, 
sticky-fingercd iabor men who don’t view crises 
abroad or at home as matters of personal in­ 
convenience. When they talk of cleaning up the 
central cities, their semantics 
leave room for chal'enge an:, 
investigation. 
Many a fed ral agency has 
been involved in attempts to 
P? 
d.scover just how much these 
union officials have cleaned 
up — and if government sus­ 
picions are correct, the f gure 
runs into the millions of dol­ 
lars. 
So. unnoticed by a public 
harassed by war news from foreign and domes­ 
tic fronts, a network of federal grand juries has 
been investigating the network of union men 
who have dirtied their own “House of Labor” 
with unethical garbage which springs from be­ 
trayal of the men who look to them for bread 
and leadership. 
At the momen', so the record will show it 
sharp, clear and incontrovertible, it must be re­ 
ported that federal grand juries and special en­ 
forcement agents of the Labor Dept, are prob­ 
ing sections of the nternational Union of Electr­ 
ical workers (IUE), the Operating Engineers, 
the very tough Laborers’ International led by a 
mysterious octogenarian, the Plumbers’ pipefit­ 
ters, and a string of other unions with, for the 
moment, less melodramatic claim to notoriety. 
Some federals tell me that most of the probes 
are at “the sensitive” stage since the juries are 
ready to report in with indictments. Every­ 
thing’s secret — except among insiders who 
long have discussed what the government has 
charged in some of these cases. 
To wit, the charges include terror, extortion, 
muscle in the forcing of contract letting, and 
betrayal of union membership. 


THE HOT FRONT of the investigations runs 
all the way from Boston, through Providence 
and suDoosedly gentle New England to New 
York, New Jersey, and fans out westward to St. 
Louis. 
Tragically, the Inexorable evidence reveals 
that the absolute labor power lies in the local 
chiefs and not in the national and international 
officers in the marble and glass cloisters here 
in the capital. 
So defiant are the locals, they spit at the fed­ 
erals v so much so that the U. S. Labor Dept, 
had to go into court merely to get the books of 
a New England operating engineers local, now 
being probed hy the Justice Dept.’s Organized 
Crime Section’s labor desk as well. 
This local might have caught the habit from 
its regional leaders, yachtsman Peter Weber, 
president of the Northeastern Council of the 
powerful International Union of Operating Engi­ 
neers, and prosperous president and business 
manqger of that union’s heavily muscled Ne­ 
wark. Local 825. 
Weber never flinches, as they say in the -TV 
scripts. He has been under indictment on feder­ 
al charges of using terror, threatening«, and 
sometimes causing “unwarranted labor dis­ 
putes, work stoppages, work slowdowns and oth-

er unwarranted labor difficulties” specifically, 
and “the wrongful use of fear” in general. 
Brother Weber, guardian of the proletariat at 
a five-figure salary from this local union alone, 
forced, according to the government, some com­ 
panies to sub-contract work on gas and oil pipe­ 
lines to several firms of his choice. Those con­ 
tracts totaled well over a million dollars. In re­ 
turn for this, adds the government, he was to 
receive “U.S. currency” from these subcontrac­ 
tors. 
And, in one case, adds the Justice Dept, in its 
charge, he, as part of the conspiracy, “wou'd, 
by use of his position as a representative of the 
employes of the defendant, the company’s own­ 
er, enable the defendant, the company's owner, 
and the company . . . to perform the said sub­ 
contract under labor conditions which would 
benefit the said defendant, the company’s owner 
and the company to the detriment of the em­ 
ployes represented by the defendant Peter W. 
Weber.” 
At this moment the Justice Dept, has a spe­ 
cial full-time unit operating out of Newark still 
unraveling new evidence. 


OF COURSE, the word will come down from 
some in labor’s high command that Weber is 
not typical of thousands of other labor leaders 
— and furthermore, that he is too powerful and 
has too many connections in Congress, so why 
not let justice take its course? For how long? 
And what of the union’s 8,000 members, among 
whom is at least one who is up on charges for 
daring to challenge Weber’s machine. 
The word will come down that he is “only” 
under indictment. This condition has become 
ubiquitous. Why, in view of the charges, is he 
still permitted to lead so powerful a network of 
local unions throughout the Northeast 
Look at what the national IUE leadership did 
after it charged one of Weber’s friends, Milton 
Weihrauch, and one other former IUE official 
of involvement in the alleged mishandling of 
some $140,000 in the union’s vast New York-New 
Jersey District 3. 
It ousted Weihrauch from the district presi­ 
dency. It is not awaiting the grand jury's deci­ 
sion. It investigated and felt it had to move in. 
There is a similar crisis in other unions — the 
explosive St. Louis pipefitters local 562, domi­ 
nated by the heavily paid, heavily endowed ter­ 
rible “Mr. Bang,*’ Larry Callanan, an ex-con­ 
vict. 
The grand jury has been sitting there too, and 
is now at a “sensitive moment.” Yet the pipefit­ 
ters’ national union has not moved. Why: Where 
is the hidden power? 
When news crackles from grand juries across 
the land, let no one national chief say it came 
to him as a surprise. None are so blind as those 
who can see but develop myopia at the critical 
moments. 


Buy Off 
The Soviets 


Can the Vietnam War be ended this year? 
The answer doesn’t depend on how many more 
troops are sent or on what the outcome of the 
U.S. election may be. It is directly related tn 
Soviet government policy toward Vietnam, as 
well as the readiness of the United States gov­ 
ernment to enter into a diplomatic negotiation 
with Moscow. 
If President Johnson arranged to meet with 
the Soviet premier somewhere in Europe - 
possibly in Switzerland - and the foreign secre 
taries of each government and a staff of advis 
ers were to attend a conference called for the 
the purpose of settling the Vietnam War, a 
movement toward a joint presentation of peace 
terms to the North and South Vietnamese gov­ 
ernments could get under way in a few weeks 
A settlement could be reached not long after 
wards. 
Key to the success of such a project does n t 
rest altogether with Hanoi. An agreement is de 
pendent primarily on the kind of plan America 
could present for the rebabil tat on and develo ' 
ment not only of Vietnam but other Asian coun 
tries. 
If the United States were to save at least $20 
billion a year by cessation of fighting in Viet 
nam, the use of even a portion of that sum for 
economic and sociological purposes in Souths»c 
Asia would be much less of a burden than tlr 
continuance of a war budget of present propor 
tions. 
What would Russia get out of such a sett e 
ment? 
This is the most delicate phase of all. But it is 
no secret that the Kremlin is anxious to im­ 
prove its relations with the United States. Also, 
the $6 billion a year now being spent by the So­ 
viet Union to help North Vietnam could be used 
for the economic improvement of its own peo­ 
ple. 
A peace conference that opened the way for a 
better relationship between the East and the 
West would mean a great deal to the Soviet Un­ 
ion. The Soviet people are anxious to have all 
threats of war removed and to see their govern­ 
ment get started on a constructive program to 
raise living standards. 
One factor that has to be considered is a way 
to bring Red China into the conference. Certain­ 
ly the Peking regime is spending money and 
sending each year large shipments of war sup­ 
plies to North Vietnam. 
This is expensive, and the people of Red Chi­ 
na have had no assurance that the expenditures 
will in the long run result in any lasting bene­ 
fits. 
Diplomacy has ways of taking up delicate 
matters of international friction and bringing 
them to the peace table. Certainly the Vietnam 
War gives every indication of being prolonged 
for many years unless some agreement can be 
reached by the Soviets, the Americans and the 
Red Chinese. 
One thing has not been made plain but is es­ 
sential to the initiation of a peace conference. It 
is that the United States is committed to an in­ 
definite stay in Vietnam, notwithstanding voices 
of dissent at home which have raised hopes of 
an American withdrawal either under the John­ 
son administration or a new president. 
If the Soviets became convinced that no such 
retreat is likely, they would be glad to find a 
method of extricating themselves from the Viet­ 
nam dilemma and building a new bridge b:. 
tween the United States and the Soviet Union. 
The Kremlin has repeatedly proclaimed its 
desire to advance the cause of world peace. The 
Soviet government would find it difficult to turn 
down a bid for a joint conference dealing not 
just with the Vietnam problem but also with fu­ 
ture relations of the Soviet Union and the Unit­ 
ed States. 
Peace has again and again been preserved 
through channels of international diplomacy. 
This cannot, however, be accomplished by pub 
lie statements that intensify hostile feelings. 
Hie issues must be presented privately befo­ 
rehand through knowledgeable and tactful diplo­ 
mats in unpublicized meetings. 
If this does not succeed, the United States can 
then reveal the nature of its efforts and hope 
for world opinion to be mobilized behind further 
steps to achieve the objectives of the peace 
plan.

NEW YORK (AP) - Lik e the 
bather who stayed too long in 
the sun and got burned, the 
American consumer is really 
going to be scorched soon If not 
given some protection from the 
heat of inflation. 
This is a well k nown fact; 
there is no mystery to it. With 
very 
few 
ex ceptions, 
logical 
people such as President John­ 
son and congressmen and bank 
ers and work ers recognize the 
danger. 
The mystery is how so many 
can agree on the danger and not 
on the relief. While Americans 
have been ex posed to inflation 
many months beyond the limits 
of safety, nobody in authority 
has even raised a parasol. 
While inflation now is running 
between 3 and 4 p er cent a year 
— which means that interest 
and salary increases are wined 
out — more inflationary pres 
sures may be building up. 
First, escalation of the Viet­ 
nam war already has thrown 
government estim ates out of 
line. Defense costs now may run 
much higher than the $4-billion 
increase foreseen a few months 
ago. This spending must be paid 
for either by a tax increase or 
through inflation. 
Nex t, farm prices have re­ 
cently begun to rise, meaning 
retali food prices might soon 
move higher. This would mean 
a very painful inflation. 
While consumers were saving 
an unusually high portion of 
their tak e-home pay the econo­ 
my 
was 
spared 
a 
certain 
amount of Inflationary pressure. 
But there are signs that people 
may step up their spending a 
bit. 
In the business sector of the 
economy, spending for plant ex ­ 
pansion has been running a bit 
below projections. But a govern­ 
ment survey shows that busi­ 
nessmen are planning to invest 
more than $65 billion in plrnts 
this year, a total much higaer 
than had been forecast a short 
while ago. 
A similar condition prevails in 
regard to factory orders. Al­ 
though orders early this year 
were lower than had been ex 
pected, a Commerce Depart- 


facturers now ex pect big gains 
before the end of the year.

"I think the children will be 
all right,” Wolfe said at the air 
base here, where he is supervi­ 
sor of sentry dog handlers. 
“This gives me great peace of 
mind.” 
Shortly after his wife died, the 
Air Force offered Wolfe a hard­ 
ship discharge. But the 36-year- 
old sergeant already had 13 
years In the service and decided 
to stick it out for at least seven 
more, until he could retire on a 
pension.

Maintaining the current 25 per 
cent gold reserve requirement 
could ultimately interfere with 
business and unduly limit neces­ 
sary domestic economic expan­ 
sion.
